Heavy fines 
for rogue 
traders 

A ROGUE landlord has been fined 
more than £6,000 for a litany of 
offences, including an absence of smoke 
detectors, at a house in Woolwich. 

Bexley Magistrates’ Court heard how 
environmental health officers from the 
council inspected the Frances Street 
property in August 2015 after a tenant 
complained of poor living conditions. 

The inspection revealed that all five 
rooms were occupied by at least one 
person unrelated to the occupants of the 
other rooms. Most of the rooms failed to 
comply with basic housing regulations 
with missing smoke detectors and 
widespread use of electric socket 
adaptors, a potential fire hazard. 

During the visit, three tenants confirmed 
that they paid rent to Oner Arslanboga, 
the owner of the premises. 

Following the inspection, the officers 
assessed that the property was being used 
as a house of multiple occupation (HMO) 
for which it was not licensed. 

At a court hearing on April 18, Mr 
Arslanboga and Ahmed Kawsar, who 
represented letting agents South East 
Residentials Limited, were found guilty 
of failing to license a house in multiple 
occupation (HMO), in breach of the 
Housing Act 2004, and of failing to comply 
with HMO management regulations. 

Mr Kawsar had previously claimed that, 
as the managing agent, the company 
was not informed by the owner of the

RESIDENTS can find out about 
the valuable work of the Royal 
Greenwich Safeguarding Adults 
Board via a new website, which is 
now live. 

The board is independent of the council 
and is made up of reps from several 
agencies including the NHS, council, 
police, fire and ambulance services and 
other organisations in the borough. It 
aims to make sure that local safeguarding 
services are working together and are 
effective. The new website contains 
information about how the board achieves 
this. Readers can also find out what abuse 
and neglect is and how to report it if they 


are concerned about someone. 

To mark the launch of the new 
website GT spoke to Mark Godfrey, the 
independent chair of the safeguarding 
adults board, to get an insight into its role 
and his work since he took up the position 
last August. 

He said: “The Safeguarding Adults 
Board is about working together to 
prevent abuse and neglect before it 
happens, and also to ensure that services 
are investigating and supporting people 
where this does occur. 

“There has been a lot of good work done 
in the royal borough and we are working 
so that we see even more progress in 
the future. I have been the independent 


chair for almost a year now and there 
are of course many challenges, but we 
are creating an even stronger multi- 
agency approach, involving collaboration 
with many organisations and other 
partnerships working on key issues 
such as sexual exploitation and human 
trafficking or modern slavery.” 

Mark explained further about the 
board’s approach to safeguarding adults 
in the royal borough, saying: “The 
board aims to promote wellbeing for 
local people and ensure that the views, 
wishes, feelings and beliefs are taken into 
account when there are safeguarding 
concerns - it’s really important that we 
work to empower people to make their 
own decisions as much as possible. A 
further key aim is for the board to actively 
work with local communities to raise 
awareness to prevent abuse and neglect, 
and also to support people to report it 
wherever it occurs.” 

The new website will play a valuable 
role in the board’s work and Mark 
explained: “Local people can go online to 
find out about the board, its work, and my

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A ROYAL Greenwich primary school has officially 
opened a biodome, which was built using £1 0,000 of 
Lottery funding. 

Mayor Olu Babatola officially opened the biodome in 
a ribbon cutting event at St Margaret Clitherow Primary 
School on Thursday May 26. 

The school applied for the Lottery funding in the 
second half of 201 5 and after being granted the sum of 
money, the biodome was installed and ready for use by 
February of this year. 

The biodome is on school grounds and already pupils 
have been enjoying the fruits of their labours. The first 
harvest of crops - lettuce and radishes - were offered 
in the school salad bar at lunchtime for all the pupils to 
have a taste. 

Each class has been assigned one or two beds in the 
biodome where they will grow their own crops. 

They have planted a wide range of vegetables that 
they are still waiting to ripen including courgettes and 
pumpkins and they even have a grape vine. Pupils are 
planning to continue to experiment with seasonal crops 
and possibilities for use in winter.

council inspection. He also said that he 
had informed the owner of the works 
that needed to be carried out, but Mr 
Arslanboga refused to pay for the HMO 
licence and works as it was “expensive”. 

Environmental health officers 
suspected that it was an unlicensed 
house in multiple occupation when it 
came to their attention in 2013. 

Officers served an improvement notice 
after an inspection but it was claimed 
it was not an HMO and applied for a 
temporary exemption notice so that the 
premises did not require to be licensed. 

Bexley magistrates fined Mr Arslanboga 
£5,600 and ordered him to pay prosecution 
costs of £750 as well as a victim surcharge 
of £120. South East Residentials was fined 
£1,750, prosecution costs totalling £375 
and a victim surcharge of £120. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet member 
for community safety & environment, 
said: “The Royal Borough of Greenwich 
is sending a clear message that rogue 
landlords will absolutely not be tolerated 
in this borough. 


“We are taking a proactive approach 
across the council to tackle this issue 
and are increasingly honing in on this 
minority of landlords who think that 
they are above the law.”

Ask about malaria protection 


RESIDENTS are being 
advised to ensure they 
are protected against 
malaria before they 
travel to countries 
affected by the disease 
this summer. 

Latest figures for 2014 
show that south east 
London had the highest 
number of reported cases 
of imported malaria, 
most in Southwark (96) 
and Lewisham (70), but 
there were also 59 cases 
in Greenwich. 

Dr Rachel Heathcock, 
London’s director of 
health protection for 
south east London at 
Public Health England, 
explained that malaria 
was a preventable 


disease and that steps 
can be taken to avoid 
infection. 

“It is important for 
people to be aware of 
the risks when visiting 
family or friends in 
malaria affected regions. 
This is a potentially life- 
threatening disease 

but can be prevented 
by taking anti-malarial 
medication,” she said. 

“The risk can also be 
significantly reduced 
by avoiding insect 
bites through wearing 
long sleeved tops and 
trousers between sunset 
and sunrise; sleeping 
under a mosquito net; 
and applying an insect 
repellent which contains 
DEET.” 


Dr Heathcock said 
most cases of imported 
malaria were among 
people of black African 
ethnicity and it was 
important that they 
took precautions in 
the same way as other 
travellers. 

“PHE advise that people 
should not take any risks 
with their health and 
should speak to their 
doctor about medication 
to prevent malaria, no 
matter how short the 
trip,” she said.

fraudster 

prosecuted 


A FORMER resident of Abbey Wood 
has been prosecuted by the royal 
borough for making counterfeit 
credit cards. 

Kingsley Aimufua, 51, was sentenced 
to 21 months imprisonment, suspended 
for two years and ordered to undertake 
200 hours of unpaid work within 
the next 12 months during a case at 
Blackfriars Crown Court last month. 

The case followed long-running 
investigations by the council’s Internal 
Audit & Anti-Fraud team which began 
in 2013 when it was identified that over 
thirty repeated payments were made 
to Aimufua’s Council Tax account 
for his home in Abbey Wood, using 
compromised credit card details. 

Fraud investigators were alerted 
because payments made with the 
counterfeit credit card kept bouncing 
back. Payments totalling £8,000 were 
refused although the actual amount 
owed was just over £1,000. 

Investigators soon realised that the 


payments were being made by cards 
which were not issued by UK-based 
banks. 

Investigators also found that Mr 
Aimufua had also moved to a Welling 
address in 2013 and was the sole director 
of a company, K Square Associates Ltd 
in Erith. 

During a joint operation by the police 
and the council fraud team, searches 
were made of his business and home 
address. 

At his business address they found 
a quantity of white credit card style 
blank cards with magnetic strips, a card 
reader, card printer, card embossing 
machine and a card cutter. 

Mr Aimufua was arrested at his home 
in Welling where a number of laptops 
were seized. 

Forensic examinations found that the 
magnetic strip on a small number of the 
white cards contained information of a 
credit card number while the laptops 
had been used to access websites from 
which compromised card details had 
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been purchased. 

In October 2014, Mr Aimufua was 
charged with offences under the Fraud 
Act 2006 and at his initial Crown 
Court hearing pleaded not guilty to 
all charges. But in April this year,

he changed his plea to guilty on four 
charges of possession of articles for use 
in fraud before the trial. 

Councillor Maureen O’Mara, cabinet 
member for customer services & anti- 
fraud, said: “Credit card fraud is not a 
victimless crime. As well as purchasing 
goods, they are often used fraudulently 
to pay rent or Council Tax, which in 
effect, takes money from the public 
purse that the Council would otherwise 
use for services for our residents. 

“Where we discover fraud we will 
always prosecute and seek to take back 
any monies from the offender. At least 
Mr Aimufua has since paid back the 
full amount that he defrauded from the 
council.”

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Public support 
appeal to save 
historic portrait 



A PUBLIC campaign to bring an historic 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth I to Greenwich 
has got off to an encouraging start. 

The appeal to save the Armada Portrait 
of Queen Elizabeth I aims to raise millions 
so it can be housed in the Queen's House, 
Greenwich, where the queen was born. 

Launched a fortnight ago, organisers say 
there had been a fantastic response from the 
public. 

The portrait was painted around 1 590 to 
commemorate the most famous conflict of 
the monarch's reign - the failed invasion of 
England by the Spanish Armada in 1 588. 

Possibly commissioned by Sir Francis 
Drake, it has been passed down generations 
of his descendants until going on the market 
with a price tag of around £10 million. 

The Art Fund is to give a grant of £1 million 
and Royal Museums Greenwich (RMG) will 
pay £400,000 towards the cost but that 
leaves £8.6 million still to be found. 

The two organisations hope to be able to 
raise the money through a public appeal so 
the painting can be saved for the national 
collection. If the campaign is successful, 
the portrait will hang in the Queen's House 
in Greenwich, on the site of the original 
Greenwich Palace where Elizabeth I was 
born. 

Kevin Fewster, director of RMG, said this 
was a "once in a lifetime opportunity" for the 
Royal Museums to acquire the painting.

"Greenwich is the perfect home for the 
Armada portrait. Elizabeth I was born at 
Greenwich Palace in 1 533 and the early 1 7th 
century Queen's House, where we would like 
to display the painting, is the last remaining 
part of the palace," he said. 

"If our campaign is successful, it will be 
the centrepiece of a lively programme 
of displays, talks, tours, and education 
initiatives. With 201 6 being the 90th 
birthday year of our present Queen, there 
could not be a more appropriate way to 
celebrate the second great Elizabethan era." 

Stephen Deuchar, director of the Art Fund, 
said:"This campaign is a huge challenge but 
we believe in the power of popular support 
to make great things happen. This picture 
truly belongs at Greenwich, and having it 
here forever is tantalisingly within our grasp." 

As well as running the public Save the 
Armada appeal, donations will be sought 
from various trusts, funds, foundations and 
individuals.
